The  '/essex  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the 
public  water  supplies  in  the  district. 

All  the  houses  in  the  town  have  a  piped  mains 
water  supply  and  no  house  is  dependent  upon  a  stand¬ 
pipe  supply. 

The  supplies  remained  adequate  and  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year. 

In  addition  to  the  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  taken  by  the  Board,  one  hundred  and  twenty 
seven  samples  were  submitted  for  examination  by  your 
public  health  staff. 

Five  private  water  supplies  were  in  use  for 
industrial  purposes.

New  Houses 

Thirty  nine  nexv  houses  were  built  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year  but  none  by  the  Coun¬ 
cil  compared  with  thirtj^  three  and  thirty  one 
respectively  during  the  previous  year. 
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Eighteen  families  were  housed  by  the  Council 
during  the  year,  compared  with  forty  nine  during 
the  preceding  year, 

Although  no  new  dwellings  were  couple  ted  by 
the  Council  during  the  year,  I  am  Y/ell  aware  that 
you  are  proceeding  with  the  provision  of  as  many 
new  dwellings  as  you  are  permitted  to  provide. 

Only  eighteen  applicants  were  rehoused  during  the 
year  (compared  with  forty  nine  during  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year)  but  it  has  to  be  remembered  that  the 
Council  was  faced  with  having  to  rehouse  tenants 
of  the  Harbour  Road  ’prefabs’  dui*  for  demolition. 

My  greatest  concern  is  for  the  long  list  of 
applicants  on  the  ’old  peoples  list’  who  (  on 
account  of  the  few  and  rare  vacancies  occurring 
at  Burrant  Close)  appear  to  have  onl37'  a  remote 
chance  of  rehousing  in  present  circumstances, 
although  their  housing  need,  in  my  opinion,  is 
just  as  great,  if  not  greater,  than  younger  people 
on  the  general  waiting  list. 

It  is  suggested  that  consideration  might  v/ell 
be  given  to  the  two  waiting  lists  being  combined 
so  that  ’old  people’  can  compete  on  equal  terms 
with  the  younger  applicants  for  suitable  accomzii- 
odation,  be  it  at  Currant  Close  or  elsewhere. 

Waiting  List 

One  hundred  and  eighty?-  one  applicants  were 
on  the  Council’s  housing  waiting  list  at  the  end 
of  the  year  compared  with  one  hundred  and  seventy 
nine  a  year  previously.
